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COAL IN ILLINOIS. 



Statistics relating to the production of coal in the State of Illinois 
have been compiled under tlie direction of this Bureau for the past 
fifteen years. 

In this time the industry has made great advancement both as re- 
gards the quantity and cost of production. While the total number 
of mines has increased only 28 per cent., the total amount of coal 
produced has been augmented nearly 80 and the number of men em- 
ployed about 82 i>er cent,, indicating that, while the increase in prod- 
uct and number of employes has been uniform and parallel, the 
capacity of indivitlual mines and the consequent economy of produc- 
tion has been increased in a very much greater ratio. 

In this, the iifteenth annual report, the form of most of the tables 
will be found to differ materially from those in preceding reports. 
These changes have been made partly for the sake of condensation 
and the avoidance of useless repetitions, and partly from necessity, in 
consequence of the redistricting, by the 39th Oeneral Assembly, of 
the State into seven instead of five inspection districts. 

That part of the act affectii^ the inspection districts is as follows;

An examination of this table shows a considerable increase in the 
output over that of 1895, the tonnage reaching a total equalled but 
once, in 1893, in the history of coal mining in this State. 

The average price of lump or screened coal is less than last year, 
but the average price of other grades shows a considerable advance. 
This, taken by itself, would appear remarkable, but when the rela- 
tively large increase in the tonnage of other grades is taken into con- 
sideration, the solution seems to be that the general effort on the part 
of the operators to introduce larger screens is having a very percepti- 
ble effect both on the amount and value of the coal which passes 
through them. 

The number of accidents, both fatal and non-fatal, has been greater 

this year than last, and this despite the fact that strenuous efforts 

/lave been made to enforce the lawshaymg toT VXv^Vt ^xjit^o'?^^ Ni>ci^ ^xc>- 
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tection and preservation of the life and health of the miner. This . 
steady increase in the number of casualties seems to be due partly 
to defects in the laws themselves, but mainly to a condition which is 
not controlled by any statute. 

The prevailing hard times has forced large numbers of men into 
the ranks of the army of the unemployed. Among these the strug- 
gle for a mere existence is constant and intense. The opportunity to 
earn the bare necessities of life, even at the hardest and most hazard- 
ous employment, is a prize to be fought for. The lower the intelli- 
gence of the individual, the lower the standard of living, and to that 
extent he has an advantage over his fellows. 

The same cause which has operated to swell the ranks of those 
seeking employment, has also served to make fiercer the competition 
between those to whom they must look for employment. The coal 
operators have extensive and costly plants, representing, in the ag- 
gregate, many millions of dollars. Every day of idleness means enor- 
mous losses. But to operate them without a vastly greater loss, there 
must be a sale for the product. This means lower prices and lower 
prices means reduced cost of operation, and when this object is 
sought to be attained, wages are always the first point of attack. 

These two conditions, operating together, have had their inevita- 
ble result. The general intelligence of the coal miners, as a class, 
has become lower with each succeeding year. Each year finds in the 
coal mines men of lower skill in their craft, less appreciation of its 
dangers and less knowledge of the methods of avoiding them. This 
seems to be the true solution of the constant and deplorable increase 
in the number of casualties, and, under the present economic condi- 
tions, there seems to be but little hope for a betterment. 

Shipping and Local Mines. 

The mines of this State may, roughly, be divided into two classes, 
shipping and local. The former are for the most part extensive and 
costly plants, involving a large outlay of capital, employing a large 
number of men and not depending for a market upon the local trade. 

The local mines, on the other hand, are generally small affairs, 
working only a small part of the year, employing few men and dis- 
posing of their entire product for consumption in their immediate 
neighborhood. Many of these so-called mines are mere outcro|5\)irL^^ 
of coal on some hillside where the o\?iv^t ol >i\\^ \viA\v^. ^ V'^.xxsvv^^ vX. 
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other times, finds employment during the winter months for himself 
and one or two hired hands in getting out a few tons of coal for his 
own use and that of a few neighbors. 

, Tables I and II show the number and comparative importance of 
shipping and iocal mines. It will be seen that the 571 local mines, 
over 63 per cent, of the total number, yield only 739,247 tons, or less 
than 8 per cent, of the total product. 

On account, therefore, of the relative unimportance of the local 
mines, all computations in this report having for their purpose the 
determination of questions pertaining to coal mining as a distinct in- 
dustry are based upon data gathered from the 330 shipping mines 
since it is this class of mines, producing more than 92 per cent, of 
the total tonnage of the State and employing over 76 per cent, of the 
total number of men, which must determine these conditions.

MIKES CLASSIFIED ACCORDING TO THEIR OUTPUT. 

In the production of coal, as in all other activities of modern in- 
dustrialism, the constant tendency is to converge about certain cen- 
ters, to concentrate into fewer hands. Certain localities have natural 
advantages, either as to ease of accessor facilities for distribution; 
extensive concerns are able to profit themselves in many directions 
not open to their humbler competitors; large effective capital enables 
them to take advantage of new and improved methods and the em- 
ployment of large numbers of men permits of a subdivision of labor 
and consequent economy of production, which is unattainable by the 
smaller operators. 

It is natural, therefore, to assume that the major part of the t 
iiage of the State should be the product of comparatively few s 
A glance at the following tables will demonstrate the correctD' 
this BBSumption. 

Table III gives a list of sixteen of the lai^est coal produce 
State. These sixteen mines, each with an output of more thai 
tons, comprise only 1| per cent, of the whole number, yet y: 
23 per cent, of the entire product. 
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Table IV is a list of forty-five mines each having a total output of 
not less than 100,000, but less than 200,000 tons. These 45 mines, 
about five per cent, of the whole number, yield over 30 per cent, of 
the entire product. Combining the two lists, we find sixty-one mines, 
or about 6| per -cent, of the entire number, producing 53 per cent, of 
the entire yield of the State. In other words, these 61 concerns pro- 
duce more coal than the remaining 840 mines of tlie State. 

A better appreciation of the relative importance of tliese large 
plants may be obtained from the following comparisons: 

Of the twenty-seven coal producing states, other than Illinois, only 
three. Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Virginia, produced more coal 
than the combined output of these sixty-one mines, 

The sixteen mines embraced in Table No. III. had a greater ton- 
nage of all grades of coal than the whole of British North America, 
including Nova Scotia, British Columbia, the Northwest Territories 
and New Brunswick. 

These same sixteen mines iDroduced nearly four times as much coal 
in 1896 as was imported into this country during the same period, 
from all the countries of the world.

Table X gives a tolerably comprehensive history of this phase of 
the industry for the fifteen years during which these statistics have 
been collected. The ratimated number of acres worked out has been 
given for only six years with sufficient accuracy to warrant their 
acceptance. Prior to 1891, when given at all, they seem to have 
referred to the acreage owned by the various companies rather than 
the area actually worked out.

Values and Prices. 

Table XI presents a review of values of the product and prices, 
paid for mining for the past fifteen years. This table, taken in con- 
nection with Table X, gives a very clear presentation of the leading^ 
commercial features of this industry. It will be noticed that in de- 
termining the average price per ton paid for mining, not all of the 
actual output is considered. This is because of the fact that, in 
many instances, it is impossible to obtain all of the necessary data 
with suflScient accuracy to justify its use for this purpose. Those 
reports only are considered which are so complete as to make the 
conclusions drawn from them reliable and trustworthy. 

The aggregate value of all grades, as given in the first column of 
Table XI, is the value of the entire product, but the aggregate value 
of lump coal, as given in the second column of same table, includes 
only that portion of the product which is used in obtaining the aver- 
age price. For 1896, the amount of lump or screened coal upon 
which these calculations are based, is 9,371,582 tons, or about 66 per 
cent, of the whole. This proportion, practically uniform throughout 
the different sections of the State, seems sufficiently large to insure 
substantial accuracy in the result. 

In explanation of one feature of the column in Table XI, headed 
"Number of tons considered in finding price paid for mining," it 
should be said that prior to 1891, the calculations seem to have been 
based on the total output, rather than on lump coal alone. This will 
account for the relatively large tonnage considered prior to that year.

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A comparison of the per cent, of the whole number of men em- 
ployed in any class with the per cent, of total output will aflFord a 
very fair idea of the comparative eflFectiveness of labor in that class. 
For instance, the weekly paying class employs about 8 per cent, of 
the whole number of men, but produces only a little over 5 per cent, 
of the total output, while the monthly paying class, employing 17 
per cent of all the men, yields more than 21 per cent of the total 
tonnage of the State. In other words, whenever, either on account 
of natural advantages or economical methods, the amount of labor 
entering into product is diminished, the independence of the laborer 
is reduced and the power of the employer increased in in the same 
degree.

Tables XVI and XVII nivo the rosult of nn attempt to arrive at 
some detiuito knowlodKo of tlio actual cariiings of tlio men employed 
in mining coal. In previouB reports no attempt has iK'eu made to go 
deeper into this subject tlmii to determine the average price paid per 
;on for hand mining. Thirt, while of vahie and intwest as indicating 
;he amount of labor cost entering into the product of the mines, was 
yet of very little assistance in arriving at any conclusions relative to 
;he actual income of the minerx. Tiible \V[ gives the result of the 
nvestigation among the miin'rn who are paid by the ton.

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There ia one matter in connection ,with the question of the numher 
of days' employment which deserves some mention. This is the fact i 
that (she number of days of actual employment for each man is based I 
upon the reported number of running days of the mines. There is 
no other way in which the amount of employment san be determined, 
but as a matter of fact, this is not a fair criterion. There are many 
days during the year in which work is nominally suspended and the 
mine is shut down, but the miners are in their rooms, setting props, 
getting their coal in roadinesa, and in other ways preparing for the 
time when the mine aball again be in active operation. These days 
cannot be accounted for, and cannot be taken into consideration in 
finding the average amount earned daily while working. Then, too, 
the miner is dependent entirely upon that one industry for his livli- 
hood. In most cases he is isolated from all opportunity of employ- 
ment at any other calling, and in addition to this, even in times of 
idleness, he must hold himself in constant readiness to go down into 
the pit when the work starts up. Whether working or idle the ex- 
penses of the miner are continuous, and the fairest way in which to 
determine the remuneration tor his labor is to find his average annual 
income and the average income for every day in the year. This will 
be found in the last two columns of both tables.

Mining Machines. 

There were fifteen less mining machines used in all the mines of 
the State in 1896 than in 1895. There were two less mines classed 
as exclusively machine mines. This class operated thirty-five less 
machines than in 1895, and yet produced 174,291 more tons of coal. 
Of the mines in which machines were used, but not exclusively, 
there were in 1896 twelve, four more than in 1895, operating twenty 
more machines and producing 165,683 more tons of coal, making a 
total of 339,974 more tons of coal produced in 1896 by 307 machines 
than by the 322 in use in 1895.

New J/«n<?.s'.— LaSalle County: In the month of October, 1895, the C, W. & 
V. ("Oal ('ompany opened a new shaft, located two miles east of Streator on 
the line of the Santa F6 R. R. The shaft is sunk to a depth of 116 feet to 
seam No. 7, which is 6 feet thick. The curbing is 6x8 timber and the cages 
are self-dumping. The tower and other buildings on the surface are covered 
with fire- proof material. In June of this year a new air and escape shaft was 
completed; the entire plant is of a first-class character with double hoisting 
engine geared, and promises to be one of the large producers of the country. 

Baer & Roberts have opened a new shaft north of Streator. At present the 
entries are being driven to prove the seam. 

Price & Jones have sunk a new shaft in the bottom land along Prairie creek, 
at North Streator, The shaft is sunk in to the same seam as they were oper- 
ating in their old shaft and does away with a slope at their old shaft, which 
was in bad order. 

Livingston County: John Marshall reopened his old shaft last year and 
operated with twelve men for seven months. 

Grundy County: The Chicago, Wilmington & Vermilion Coal Company has 
sunk a new shaft near Braidwood. The shaft is 99 feet deep and is equipped 
in a substantial manner. The seam is 3 feet thick with a good fire-clay min- 
ing. The mine is at present troubled with a good deal of water, but it is ex- 
pected that this will become less as the mine is developed. 

Joseph D. Meager, of Morris, has sunk a new escapement shaft. This has 
made a great improvement in the ventilation of his mine. 

,The Whitebreast Fuel Company is now operating the Clarke City and Gard- 
ner mines. Extensive repairs are now going on with a view of working these 
mines to their full capacity. 

John Casewell has leased the mine formerly operated by Harry Smoek at 
Pleasant Hill, two miles south of Streator. 

Fires. — On October 11, 1895, the tower buildings and elevator screen house 
of the B shaft, Clarke City, was destroyed by fire. The fire originated in or 
about the bins in which the coal was stored; the loss to the company was 
$7,000. 

New Mines, — Livingston County: The Streator Clay Manufacturing Com- 
pany has sunk a new shaft down to seam No. 2, ade^t\\ol'22iH'i^\..^^^>cv^'^^'*^^ 
is 2 feet and 3 inches thick. This shait ^as swaV «.§> ^t^. ^^^^^^^ '^^^^^ '^'5^^ '^'^ 
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shaft operating seam No. 7, but the company decided to sink to seam No. 2 
for the purpose of mining the fire clay under the coal seam, which is of a su- 
perior quality. In sinking they passed through a seam of coal of good quality; 
this seam is 3 feet and 7 inches thick and was found at a depth of 130 feet 
from the surface. It is their intention to mine the coal of this seam for the 
purpose of burning the clay. The tipple and buildings are of a substantial 
character, and their engines are double hoisting engines, 10x12 geared. 

Sylvester Kimes has sunk a new shaft at Coalville on land leased from Rich- 
ard Evans; it is intended to supply local trade. 

William Burrell has sunk a new escape shaft at his mine south of Streator. 
This has made a great improvement in the ventilation of the mine. 

Richard Evans & Sons, of Pontiac, began sinking their escape shaft in the 
fore part of June. It is now nearing completion. This will enable the ven- 
tilation of this mine to be put in proper order. 

Improvements. — The LaSalle County Carbon Coal Co. has begun the system 
of splitting the air current and is putting in several overcasts in their Union 
mine, and when completed will be a great improvement on the system of ven- 
tilation. 

The Acme Coal Company, of Streator, has put in a double Murphy fan 4 
feet in diameter. It has improved the ventilation of their mine. 

Infractions of the Law. — The Prairie Creek Coal Company, Streator, was 
found to be operating their Otter Creek mines without having a duly qualified 
manager, but after a good deal of correspondence and several personal inter- 
views, they decided to comply with the law. 

The Standard Oil Company, of Seneca, was found to be operating their 
mine at Seneca without a certified mine manager and a night shift eng'ineer 
under 18 years of age. After being notified they complied with the law in 
both cases. 

Abandoned Mines — The mine operated by Alex Begrun & Sons at Pleasant 
Hill has been abandoned. Owing to it being opened into other old mines 
excessive rains filled the workings with water. 

Tlie C. W. & V. Coal Company has abandoned their No. 3 mine south of 
Streator. 

John IVIarshall has again abandoned his mine owing to water coming in 
from other mines. 

Will County— The C. W. & V. Coal Co. has abandoned their Q. shaft at 
Braidwood owing to the great expense incurred in timbering and pumping 
water, Ihis being a constant source of trouble and expense. 

Labor Troubles— On May 18 the miners employed at the Barrackman Coal 
Company's mine went out on a strike because the company refused to credit 
the miners witl- ^' *heir pit cars. When a car weighed, say

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belt and one by a blast blowing through a pillar; this accident was due to a 
want of knowledge on the part of the victim of the point in the pillar where 
the blast was placed, but could have been prevented if a more careful inquiry 
had been made before the blast was fired. The accident from the running 
belt was not seen by any person and it was supposed the man had attempted 
to kick the belt off the pulley with his foot. 

The other sixteen accidents were caused by carelessness on the part of some 
of the victims and a lack of knowledge on the part of the others. 

In making inspections of the various mines in the first inspection district I 
have found men working under dangerous rocks, and, in calling their atten- 
tion to this, they felt hurt at liaving their judgment of such matters called in 
question. On different occasions, in going through the long wall mines of 
the district, I have found men cutting the brushing on their road without 
having any props under it to secure it while they were cutting and in a num- 
ber of instances have stopped and put in timber to secure the rock. Some 
have said that the reason they failed to do this was that such props were in 
the way of getting the coal out on the road and this is often the case, but I 
am glad to say that after explaining the danger and the risk incurred in f olr 
lowing this practice, the majority of the English speaking miners put props 
in the center of their road when cutting their brushing, but a large number 
of them who do not understand what is said to them still run great risks in 
this respect, and especially when the mine has befen^idle for some days, their 
working place will be generally in bad order. The roof settles down in front 
of the coal and in some instances caves altogether. When this is the case it 
would require most of the day to secure the roof, but in their anxiety to load 
all the coal they can, in case they do not work the following day, it very often 
happens that the roof is only secured in a temporary way, resulting in a large 
number of fatal accidents. 

Fatal Accidents — On July 2, 1895, at the Big Four Coal Company's No. 2 
mine. Coal City, Patrick Greening, a miner, aged 49 years, was instantly 
killed by a fall of coal in his room. The coal was mined under and sprags 
were set in front of it upon which the coal was resting. A prop was set 
about fifteen inches in front of the coal between the sprags. He proceeded 
to take down the coal by knocking out the first sprag, but the coal did not 
tome down, so he reached past the prop and knocked out another sprag, upon 
which ithe coal fell suddenly, catching him between the coal and the prop, 
breaking his neck. He died instantly. Deceased left four children and a 
widow. 

July 16 Dominico Ariano, a miner, 24 years of age, was instantly killed by 
a fall of rock at the face of his room. The cause of the accident was evi- 
dently due to incompetency or carelessness. On examination I found the 
jiature of the roof to be what we call good, but that the props supporting the 
><ame were entirely too far apart; where the rock fell they were nearly nine 
feet apart, allowing the rock an opportunity to break, which it did, throwing 
one prop between. The rock that fell on him would wev^h. c»x^\i -a- \ssw\\iv^ 
head was crushed on a sulphur that was m Wi^ ^o\>. ^^ ^^"^ ^ ^xsv'^'^ xs^^^c^ 
nnd leaves no one dependent in tbis coMutT-^. 
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On October 13, 1895, at the Wilmin^on Star Mining Company, No. 3'xniiiey. 
Coal City, James Sumerville, engineer at the mine, was caught in the belting 
that ran the grind stone and was taken around the shaft and pounded to a 
pulp. It seems that he had been grinding a knife used for splitting: cap^ 
pieces, and it is supposed he had attempted to push the belt off with his 
foot (which was sometimes carelessly practiced) and became entangled with 
the belting and thus met his death. No one saw it happen, and he had been 
dead some time when found, as he was quite cold. He left a widow and four 
small children. He was 35 years of age. 

October 22, 1895, Michael Szaych, aged 65 years, married, employed by the 
LaSalle County Carbon Coal Company, in their Rockwell mine, at LaSalle was 
killed. About 5 p. m. a cage load of men had just been signalled to be hoisted to 
the top. Just as the cage was slowly rising from the bottom, the deceased came 
running towards the cage on the opposite side from where the eager was 
standing at the signal, and throwing a pick he carried into an empty pit 
car, he rushed forward and attempted to get on the cage. A miner, Edward 
Timm, who was on the cage, called to him in hii& own language, to keep back 
that the cage was signalled away to the top,, but he took no notice of the 
men calling to him, but made an effort to get on the cage, and as the eagre at 
that time was raised about 12 inches from the bottom, his foot caught on the 
bottom of the cage, throwing him face forward into the cage. The eager at 
once gave the signal to stop the cage, which the engineer did, but was too 
late. The deceased was caught between the cage and shaft timbers and died 
one hour and forty minutes after the accident. He left a widow and five 
grown children. 

November 5, 1895, Charles Cadman aged 57 years, who, with his two sous, 
was employed as a miner in Price & Jones' shaft at Streator, had fired a blast 
about 4:30 p. m.; he went back into his room immediately after the blast was 
fired, and taking his pick sounded the roof, and said to his son WUliam, that 
it was all right. What is termed a slip or roll was on the left side of his room 
and spread out into the room for a distance of 16 feet. The blast fired had 
loosened the coal into the slip on the left pillar, but a portion of the coal was 
hanging on the slip, he started to mine it off, when five minutes after a large 
piece of rock fell on him killing him instantly. He left a widow and ten 
children, five of whom are able to take care of themselves. 

November 7, 1895, John Kazoid, aged 27 years, employed as a miner by 
the LaSalle County Carbon Coal Company, in their Union mine, at LaSalle, 
was fatally injured by a fall of coal and rock, while at work in the face of his 
working place. The deceased was wedging oosl 4wmhere a slip was run- 
ning parallel with the face of the eoal. The 4^^HB|pd up through the

Matthew Svoda, aged 45 years, em] 
ibeir No. 2, at Kangley, was instantly 1 
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*n his room at 32:15 p. m. The deceased and his son were taking out the 
pillars of rooms S8 and 39 in the twenty-second right entry, and at the time 
stated, had fired a blast in room 3D. He went in just after the blast was fired 
to find out how the coal was loosened^ when a fall of slate caught him and 
killed him. A slip or the dividiug line between the black slate and soapstone 
was lying at an angle of 30 degrees, though the pillar props were set to the^ 
soapstone side of the slip, but none under the blaek slate, and when the blast 
was fired it removed the coal from under the slate. It is supposed he was- 
looking for a pick when the fall caught him. Mike Clugha and Andrew 
Droviskie, who were the first to go there, stated that the deceased went back 
in his room too soon after firing the blast. He left a widow and four children. 

James Corrello, aged 45 years, miner, employed by the Big Four Wilming- 
ton Coal Company, No. 2 shaft, near Coal City, was instantly killed by a fall 
of rock. He and his brother were at work mining coal in room 54 and he was- 
getting the loose coal from the left side of the room. His brother sounded 
the room with his pick and said it was all right. A row of props were set 
along the line of the face of the room, three and one-half feet from the coaU 
with the cap pieces placed parallel with the line of the breakers in the roof; 
a slip on the edge of the props was in the roof and when the coal was taken 
down another slip was cleared close on the face of the coal, which continued 
along the face of the room for a distance of 11 feet. The deceased was pass- 
ing coal to his brother, when, without warning, a large rock 11 feet long 
and 21 inches deep by 26 inches, fell and killed him. The placin^g of two 
props under this rock. would have prevented the accident. Andrew Sloan ^ 
who was the first to go there, stated that two props would have been sufficient 
to sustain the roof. Deceased left a widow and three children. 

Martin Spangeil, aged 28 years, employed as a eager by the Rutland Coal 
Company, was fatally injured by a descending cage. He had just signalled 
the loaded cage to the top and for some reason after waiting a little time, 
walked through the bottom under the descending cage, which pushed him 
down in the sump. After getting the cage raised off him, it was found he was^ 
seriously injured internally. He died four days after the accident, leaving a 
widow and two children. 

December 28, 1895, John Larreck, aged 30 years^ married, employed a* 
miner in James Cahill's shaft at Peru, LaSalle county, was instantly killed 
by a fall of rock in his long- wall working face. The deceased was putting in 
props along the face of his room, his partner having gone home at half- past 
eleven. He was alone, and had put in props for a distance of fifteen feet,, 
but at that point a slip was in the roof and he was in the act of putting a 
prop in and had struck it two blows with a sledge, when the prop sprung out 
from under the rock and suddenly a piece of it, weighing 3,000 pounds,, fell 
a&d killed him. He was considered a careful miner. Left a widow and one

room John Sanders and Andrew Malleck had prepared a blast in the top 
«oal, and, when they were tamping their blast, they rapped on the coal as a 
signbal to the men in the other entry, whose rooms were driving south of the 
entry on the south side of the shaft They received an answer from another 
miner, and at this time the deceased and his father were standing* in the 
opening of their own room, and remarked to Patrick McLange, who had just 
rapped on the coal, that the other room was very near being holed. They 
had just moved their tool- box and dinner pails from a point twelve feet back 
on the entry into their own room. They supposed the shot in the opposite 
room was at the point where they had just moved their tools; thinking^ they 
were safe, they sat down to eat their lunch, when the blast in the opposite 
room was fired and shot in a direct line with where John W. Cave 'was sit- 
ting, striking him on the left side of the head. He died before reaching 
home. 

Michael Murphy, aged 34 years, was killed by falling rock in the Braceville 
Goal Company's No. 4 mine. The deceased was employed as a miner, but 
his room having been driven the distance required, where the cross-entrywas 
cutting it off, stopped mining in his room on the 22nd of February, and, as 
there was no other room ready for him to start in just then, he asked the 
night boss to let him work a few shifts on the night shift, and on the nig^htof 
thfe 24th went in to do company work. The night boss told him to start 
brushing between the two last rooms on the third northeast entry, and at 
11:45 p. m. Arthur Green, the night-shift driver, went in to get his car, which 
was loaded with rock, and at that time ho stated to the driver that he would 
have to go to the bottom and sharpen some picks. No one saw him from 
that time until Alfred Spiers, the fire boss, in going his rounds of the mine at 
2 6'clo('k in tlie morning went down the entry to see how he was getting 
along.

He received internal injuries from which he died four hours 
after. He left a widow and five children. 

April 13, 1896, Thomas Reilly and Chas. Hoye, aged respectively 27 and 22 
years, both unmarried, were instantly killed by a fall of rock in the R shaft 
of the C, W. & V. Coal Company, at Braidwood, abour 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. The deceased were at work in the bottom of the shaft preparing^ 
to put in a sill timber in the bottom of which to place a set of timbers; two 
props were set up to the rock, close to the north end of the shaft; a piece of 
rock fell and knocked one of them out; the boss of the night shift; Wm. 
•I Hoye, just about that time came past them and told them to put up the prop 
again; he then left them and went into another part of the mine, and as 
jione of the other men had seen them until the accident, it is supposed they 
Avere preparing to put up the prop, as they were ordered to do, when, with- 
out warning, a large mass of soapstone, measuring 9x4x3 ft. 6 in. thick fell on 
them. It was stated by one of the men called there to get them from under 
tlie rock that Chas. Hoye lived a few minutes. He was the only support of 
a widowed mother. 

June 3, 1895, George Harcharik, aged 53 years, miner, employed by the 
Prairie Creek Coal Company, in the Otter Creek mine, two miles east of 
Streator, was fatally injured by a fall of rock in his working room No. 3, on 
the sixth east entry, at 3:30 p. m. The deceased and his son had just started to 
work in the room that morning; the son objected to work in the room owing 
to a roll or fault that was in the coal seam. The pit boss told them that he 
would pay them for room turning, if they would work in it; they then pre- 
l)ared a blast in the bottom coal, and shortly after firing the blast, they 
started to load a pit car with coal. The deceased was in the act of stooping 
under the top coal when a piece of rock 24x18 in., which had been loosened 
by the for(*e of the blast, fell without warning, crushing him on the left side, 
injuring him internally, from which he died shortly after being taken home. He 
left a widow and eight children, three of whom are able to earn their own living. 

With precaution, after the blast was tired, this accident would not have 
liappened. 

June 18, 1896, Peter Rossetta, miner, aged 30 years, was instantly killed by 
falling rock in longwall working place in the Diamond No. 4 mine of the 
AVilmingtan Mining and Manufacturing Company, in Gruudj' country. The 
mine was not in operation this day, but the deceased and his partner had 
trone in to get coal loose for the next day's work. He had taken the coal 
down on the left side of the roadway for a distance of ten feet along the face 
of the room; several breaks were in the roof and came together at this point. 
It is supposed that the deceased was in the act of putting in a prop to the 
roof where the two breaks met, which was the light end of the rock, 
'when, without any warning, a large piece of rock, 9 ft. G in. x 3 ft. 2 in., fell

Labor Tronblea.—The miuers at ShoU Bros, mhie, near HolHs, Peoria 
county, were notifled tliat after January '25, 1896, the price for digging would 
be reduced from .51 to 45 cents per ton, mine run. On that day they came out 
■on a strike, but after staying out until Mareli 1, they retui'ned to work at the 
reduced price. At the same time the miners at Wolschlags mine, Hollis, 
-came out for the same cause, hut were only out a short time when they 
formed a co-operative company with Mr, Wolschlttg and went back to work.

Kxeellent 
quality. The shaft is 7x14 feet, and is timbered on the 'Vvib'" style from the 
top to bottom, making a very strong: and durable shaft. The tower, engine, 
boiler, etc., are of the best; a pair of geared Litchfield engines, 12x16 inch 
cylinders, a Litchfield fan, 12 feet in diameter, altogether making a very good 
equipment. At present writing the mine has been developed sufficiently to em- 
ploy 3<3 men, with the prospects of being able to employ 100 by the first of 
October. 

Spring Valley Coal Company have just completed a new shaft to the work- 
ings of their No. 1 shaft, which burned down on November 28, 1894. After 
an ineffectual attempt to reopen No. 1 they abandoned it and sunk another 
250 feet east of the old one. It is being equiped with a steel tower and every 
precaution will be taken to prevent fire in the future. A brick wall with 
stone foundation is built at the bottom for a distance of about 200 feet on each 
side of the shaft, and steel I beams 15 inches deep are set on top of the 
wall to support the roof. A 12^ foot in diameter Capell fan, said to have a 
capacity of 100,000 cubic feet of air per minute, will furnish ventilation to the 
mine. 

In Rock Island county, near Milan, David Walsh has put down a new shaft 
and is now pushing the work of opening up with a view of using it the coming 
winter and abandoning the old one. 

J. M. Robinson of Elmira, Stark county, has completed sinking a new shaft 
to No. 6 seam of the Illinois geological section, but has not commenced to 
open up yet. The shaft has been allowed to fill up with water. He expects 
to get the water out and open up this fall. 

In Rock Island county, near Blossomburg, Stoddard & Barr have opened 
up the old Park & Hilliar mine and are driving entry into a new field of coal. 
They are employing 15 men and expect to increase the force to 50 this fall. 

Abandoned Mines, — A number of mines in this district have been abandoned 
during the past year. Principal among which is the New Milliard mine No. 3 
of Peoria; Lowery's No's 1 and 2 Orchard mines, Peoria county; Isaac 
Wantling 6c Son's Slope, Pottstown, Peoria county; Sholl Bros, shaft No. 2, 
Hollis, Peoria county. These were all shipping mines and have been 
abandoned permanently, except Lowery's No's 1 and 2 Orchard mines, which 
may be opened up again when the trade will justify. A number of local 
mines throughout the district have been abandoned principally on account of 
being worked out and the dull trade would not justify the opening of new 
ones to take their place.

( >n assuming the duties of Mine Inspector of the Second District I found 
that at a number of large mines the law governing the hoisting and lowering 
of men was not being complied with. In some instances men were allowed 
to do their own signalling and take the chances of getting safely on the cage. 
T called the attention of the mine operators to these violations of the law, and 
posted up extracts of the law at the top and bottom of mines, and will say 
that in nearly every instance the operators are endeavoring to comply with 
that portion of the law. 

Accidents. — The number of fatal accidents this year is eleven. Five of the 
Mlled were single and six married. The latter leaving 24 persons dependent. 

The following is a detailed report of the manner in which each lost his life: 

November 1, WXu Wm. Cook, aged C)4, married, was fatally injured by a 
fall of rock while taking down some loose coal in his place, in John Summer- 
son's mine., near Rlossomburg, Henry county. He was injured about 5 o'clock 
p. ni., and died about 9:30 the same evening. He left a widow and three 
married children, two sons and one daughter. 

December 5, 1895, Joseph (xuest, Jr., aged 20 years, unmarried, was killed 
by falling down No. 2 shaft of the Spring Valley Coal Co., Spring Valley, 
Bureau county. Deceased had been working all night, and came up on 
the west cage with nine others about 5 o'clock a. m. When he stepped off 
the cage at the upper landing, he turned to the left and walked into the east 
chamber of the shaft, falling a distance of 342 feet. The gate on the east 
chamber of the shaft being up about five and one-half feet, leaving the cham- 
ber unprotected. The shaft being the upcast, a cloud of steam was hanging 
ov*>r it, making it difficult for the men to see their way from the cage in thp 
dark. There were no lights around the top, nor no man to safely see the 
men off the cages, as required by law. 

December 23, 1895, at No. 3 shaft of the Spring Valley Coal Co., Spring 
Valley, Bureau county, a laborer, named Jacob Cewe, was killed by fall- 
ing down the shaft. The deceased, with some other laborers and the night 
toj) eager, was sending down timber from the lower landing. They had only 
one more cage of props to send down. The car was on the track leading to 
the north cage, when the eager heard the cage land on the stops, and think- 
ing it was the north cage, opened the gate leading into that chamber, and 
wont back and assisted the deceased to push forward the car. The cage hav- 
ing landed on the south side, they pushed the car of proi)s into the empty 
<'liam])er, and the deceased fell to the bottom with the car and was instantly 
killed. He was 22 years of age, and single. Jacob Grudes, the top cagf^ 
,seized the signal lever, and thereby saved himself from falling in along 
the deceased. The evidence showed that the top was well lighted. 

On January 13, 189G, at the White Breast Fuel Co.'s mine at Ladd, P 
•<'()unty, D(miinick Bugni, an Italian miner, aged 01 years, was fat< 
jurcd while moving his tools from one pait of the mine to another. 
passing a driver at a parting, he was told to put his tools in a ear, an 
go* in ahead of the mule, as it was a new mule the dvvxviv ^^^ \stfta5 
])ut he paid no heed, or did not wndeYstawd, ^\\d v^-^^i^^i w^« "'^TSx. 
^^bout 1^50 feet ahead of the driver, tlie mvde ^Isct^^^ ^^^ ^\^^x^\i^«v 
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ceased got to a switch and stepped in, as he supposed out of the 'way, but tbe 
car jumped the track at the frog and caught his left leg between it and the 
cog, crushing it. The accident occurred about 9 o'clock a. m. , and he died 
at 3 o'clock the following morning. He leaves a widow and five children in 
Italy, all dependent. 

On January 13, 1896, at Marquette Coal Co.'s mine, Marquette, Bnrean 
county, Edward Sweeney, miner, married, aged 37 years; was fatally in- 
jured by a fall of coal in his room. He was setting a prop when the *sprag' 
that was supporting the coal gave way, allowing the coal to fall on him. He 
lived until the 19th. Deceased leaves a wife and four children. One boy 
able to work. 

On February 10, 1896, at No. 2 shaft of the Spring Valley Coal Co., Spring 
"Valley, Bureau county, George Rovorock, an Italian miner, agfed 54, un- 
married, was killed at the bottom of the shaft while waiting to be hoisted 
after his day's work. He was in a sitting position between two timbers, 
about four feet from the shaft, and while the cagers were cross-caging a trip 
of empty cars from the south to the north side of the shaft, the trip being 
being pulled by a mule team, jumped the track and caught deceased's head 
between it and the timber, killing him instantly. Deceased had been told 
several times by the eager and others, to get to a more safe place, but being 
anxious to get on the cage as soon as he could, would not leave. 

On April 29, 1896, at Chicago & Minonk Coal & Tile Co.'s mine, at Minonk, 
Woodford county, George Lisiesicki, a Polish miner, aged 43, married, was 
killed by a fall of rock in his room. He had been working at the lower end 
of his room, and came to the road head to mine a little, while his **buddy" 
finished loading a car, preparatory to going home, when a piece of rock fell 
without warning, killing him instantly. The rock weighed about 2,500 pounds. 
It was exposed on two sides by ** slips" running into each other at right 
angles. Deceased leaves a widow and three children, all dependent. 

On May 11, 1896, at Shell Bros, mine, at Hollis, Peoria Co., Wm. Hoff- 
man, miner, aged 57, married, was fatally injured. Deceased came late that 
morning, and instead of walking into his room, he jumped into the last car 
while the trip was going down the slope. It is supposed he had not gt>t prop- 
erly into the car, as he was struck by a trap door at the entrance and bruised 
internally. He lived until the 16th of May, The evidence showed that the 
company had repeatedly issued orders forbidding the men to ride down the 
slope. Deceased leaves a widow and four children, two of whom are able to 
work. 

On May 21, 1896, at The Blue Fly Mine, Pottstown, Peoria county, 
George Hancock, miner, aged 45, married, was fatally injured in a room he 
was going to start work in. The mine is a new one and is being opened up 
on the long wall system, a Jeffrey machine being used to undercut. De- 
ceased, in company with Mr. Wantling, was sitting near the face of the room 
watching ihe machine and conversing with Mr. Wantling when h noticed a 
piece of soapstone hanging loose. He called Mr. "Wantling's ath 'rtion 'tell- 
ingr bim to move from under it. In a tew ii\\uu\,e§> a^i\.^T ^^viv^^v^u \wxv\. -tv^VA. 
undent himself, when it fell, the edge ot it stT\k.mg\i\m o\iV\\vi V; ^ V\w%\.\5s^ 
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low the shoulders, severing the vertabraB. He was taken home and lingered 
until June 2d, and died, leaving a widow and six children, one of whom is 
able to work. 

On June 6, 1896, at Wenona Coal Co.'s mine at Wenona, John Coppin,. 
driver, aged 25, unmarried, was fatally injured while attending to his duties 
in the above mine. Deceased, along with another driver named Geo. Bow- 
ers, had just started in from the engine plane ** parting'' with a trip of empty 
cars each. They had got about 75 feet inside of the above named * parting' 
and were met by a train of loaded cars 25 in all that had run away from 
another 'parting' on top of a hill about 450 feet from the end of the engine 
plane. Deceased was so seriously injured that he never regained conscious- 
ness. He died on the 10th, four days after the accident. The 'parting' 
from which the loaded cars started is located on the top of a hill and a 
'block' is used to prevent cars from running away, but it was not the es- 
pecial duty of anyone to see that this 'block' was properly adjusted so as 
to hold the loads, and from the evidence obtained it seems the first one of the 
inside drivers that came to this 'parting' with a trip after the outside driv- 
ers had left was supposed to run ahead and adjust the 'block.' In this in- 
stance the driver, Mr. John Young, testified that he came into the 'parting' 
with a trip of four loaded cars followed closely by another driver with a 
loaded trip. He said that on bumping the loads that were already standing 
on the 'parting' he ran ahead to put in the 'block' but lost his light and 
while returning to get a light the train of loaded cars had started past the 
'block' and down the hill crashing into the drivers who were coming in with 
empty trip. Such an accident as this can be clearly attributed to the desire 
of the management to run the mines at the lowest cost and without regard to 
the lives of their employes, as in this mine a competent man ought to have 
been in charge of that 'parting' and 'block.' 

On June 9, 1896, at Zadoc Wynn's mine near Coal Vallay, Rock Island 
county, John E. Kehoe, top laborer, aged 22, unmarried, was killed 
while attempting to place a piece of gas pipe across the top of the shaft to 
rest the water box on. The evidence shows that the engineer, Mr. Ziegler, 
was hoisting water out of the shaft by a box fastened under the cage and de- 
ceased was attending to the box as it came up, putting a piece of gas pipe 
across the shaft to rest the box on while it was being emptied and while push* 
ing the pipe under the box the hoisting rope broke carrying deceased do* 
the shaft a distance of 45 feet, killing him instantly.

The increase in tonnage is due to Fulton county shipping mines. The local 
mines have fallen off nearly one-half in their output, with a general decline in 
prices. 

Improvements, — The Whitebreast Fuel Company in their Duut'ermline mine 
cleaned out the intake airway on the north side of that mine and re-timbered 
it for a distance of about 80 yards. This greatly improved the ventilation on 
that side of the shaft. The Maplewood Coal Company in their Farmington 
mine cleaned out the return airway of that mine for a distance of GO yards 
and reversed the direction of the air current which greatly improved the ven- 
tilation. 

The Astoria Coal and Mining Company put down a new air shaft to their 
Astoria mine which makes it one of the best ventilated mines in the district. 

F. H. Williams, at his Norris mine, covered the building which incloses the 
fan and top air shaft with con'ugated iron for the purpose of bettor protec- 
tion of the employes in case of tire; the shaft was sunk under the old law, 
and is closely situated to the main shaft. 

All of the new aud abandoned mines are local with the exception of the 
Colchester Coal and Mimng Company; tboy replaced their abandoned mine 
by a new one designed the same as the old and 450 yards east o£ it on the 
same track. The hoisting machinery, fan and tower are used at the new 
shaft under the same design. 

Meredith Bros., Augusta, have replaced their abandoned mine with a new 
one designed the same as the old, and 400 to 500 yards southeast of their old 
one and the same distance from the railroad. They intend to deliver the 
product of the mine to the railroad flats by a tram road and horse. These 
two mines are in the shipping list, the rest of new or abandoned mines are in 
local trade, and as the coal crops to the surface in numerous places through 
the district, new mines are cheaply constructed and are of short duration. 

Labor Iroubles, — At the Norris mine, operated by D. H. Williams, a re- 
duction of five cents per ton in the price of mining took effect on April 16. 
The miners would not concede the reductvon aiv(\. ^ v\.T:^<5i ^^[J^sy^^^ "^^sal^ 
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affected about 80 men and lasted three weeks, when the operators terms were 
accepted and work resumed. This was five cents they received over an4 
above the district price on account of the amount of dirt encountered in min- 
ing the seam. 

Fatal Accidents. — October J4, 1895, George and James O'Hallarn, brothers, 
aged respectively 30 and 33 years, miners, were killed by falling ix)of in Can- 
ton Coal Company's mine, one mile west of Canton, Fulton county. At the 
time of the accident they were at work taking out the pillar in room 13, N. W. 
entry. On Saturday, the 12th, the foreman, H. C. Solenberger, was in their 
place, and told them to take no more coal off the pillar on which they were 
working, and apparently they had followed his advice, and came further out 
and fired two shots on the next pillar. On returning to work on Monday, 
they commenced to mine coal off the abandoned pillar, and between two and 
three o'clock James Dalton, another miner, went in to visit them. They were 
mining coal off to a horseback that run through the pillar and across the 
room. Dalton asked them how far they intended to take out the coal, to 
which James O'Hallam replied they would be finished in about an hour. At 
that time they did not have any props set up under the roof where they were 
working. Some time after that a noise similar to the firing of a shot was 
heard coming from the direction of O'Hallarn's room, but no notice was 
taken. All the other miners went out at 4:45 p. m. by way of the escape 
shaft, their usual way of going out and into the mine. The O'Hallam broth- 
ers not coming home as usual, the wife of James became alarmed, and at 11 
p. m. notified Wm. Bell, a miner employed in the same mine, and he organ- 
ized a searching party and went to the room where the brothers worked. 
There they found them buried under the fallen roof. The portion falling in 
measured 21x23 feet in area, and 9 inches in depth. The bodies were taken 
out by one o'clock in the morning. From the position under the fall, they 
had received some warning of their danger, and had attempted to escape. 
James' death was due to suffocation; George had his neck broken and skull 
fractured. On investigating the area falling in, there was but one prop under 
it. At this mine the roof is tolerably strong and the coal is blasted off the 
solid, and the props are kept as far back from the face as is consistent with 
safety. They were about to discontinue taking coal from that pillar, and it 
is evident that they had been trying to finish it with as few props as possible, 
but on account of the horseback there was a slip in the roof, and it gave way 
without much warning. No company hands were in the mine at the time, 
which accounts for the length of time before deceased were found. James 
left a widow and three children; George, a widow. 

November 11, Daniel Murray, aged 20 years, single, drivei", employed in 
the Whitebreast Fuel Co. mine **C," at Dunfermline, was so injured 
by loaded mine cars running on top of him while driving in the above mine, 
that he died three days later. At first his injuries were not thought to be 
serious. Deceased was, at the time of receiving his injuries, coming with a 
loaded trip of two cars out of the sixth east entry of main south. On this 
entry there is a slight grade in favor of the loads, which requires the service 
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of a sprag to control the momentum of the cars. He had just put in the 
sprag", and then jumped on the tail-chain, his usual place of riding, but this 
time the mule jerked about the time Murray jumped on the chain, and threw 
him out. He fell across the rails, the cars running over him crushed him in- 
ternally, which resulted in his death on the 14th of November. 

March 13, 1896, Andrew Lundeen, aged 40 years, a miner, employed min- 
ing coal in Hamilton Taylor's local mine, situated one and one-half miles east 
of Wataga, was fatally injured by falling slate. He died on the 17th of April. 
At the time he received his injuries he and his partner were running coal off 
a pillar in southeast entry, and had taken but one fall of it, about two feet 
deep, and the width of the pillar, 15 feet. Over this coal there is a draw 
slate between four and six inches thick, which either falls after the coal or is 
taken down, and in some instances is propped up. In this case, Lundeen and 
his partner were waiting to have all their loose coal loaded out before remov- 
ing or securing the draw slate, and an hour previous to Lundeen receiving 
his injuries, the foreman, Mr. Roddell, was in the place and called their at- 
tention to the draw slate, which afterwards fell. The piec^ that fell meas- 
ured 2 1-2x6 feet in area and 4 inches thick. It broke in two over his body, 
inflicting spinal injuries whioh resulted in death. He left a widow and three 
children. 

Non-Fatal Accidents — November 7, 1895, George English, miner, aged 37 
years, married, wife and three children, had his ankle dislocated by falling 
down Prank Burdick's local shaft, 28 feet, which is situated one mile west of 
Industry. At this mine the coal is hoisted by a horse clutch- windlass and 
hemp rope. On account of the shallowness of the seam the miners often 
come up the ladder, which is a vertical one in the hoist way, and hoist their 
. own coal. This time Mr. English had done so and uu clutching the windlass 
lowered his empty car to the bottom, and without making the windlass secure 
with the brake, or going into the mine by way of the ladder, started down by 
means of sliding the rope, which, of course, unwound to its end, jerking the 
staple out which held it fast to the windlass. He fell about 20 feet, landing 
on the cross head of the cage, dislocating his ankle and disabling him for 40 
days. 

November 8, 1895, George Hart, single, colored, miner, aged 36 years, was 
severely burned on the arms and body by an explosion of powder in his 
working room. He was mining coal in the Whitebreast Fut»l Company's mine 
**C" at Dunfermline. At the time of receiving his injuries was clijirging a 
hole in the coal preparatory to putting oflP a blast. In drilling tlio hole, he 
encountered sulphur with his machine, and had to use a hanil-drill to cut 
through, which left the hole at that point somewhat sinallci* than the other 
portion of it, and when he came to charging it the cartridge would not pass 
the small division of the hole, and being dose on firing time he w^as ir 
hurry and took up the drill that he used in cutting through the sulphur 
with the shf.rp end of it, pro(.*eeded to ram the cartridge in the hol«" 
ignited and burned him so severely that he could not r(*turn t o work 1 
the first of April. 
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December 11, 1895, George B. Clough, miner, aged 60 years, had his collar 
bone broken by a descending cage in the Norris mine, operated by D. H. 
Williams and located at Norris, Fulton county. On the morning of the above 
date, Mr. Clough had gone into the mine and having some tools on the oppo- 
site side of the bottom to where he worked, crossed over by way of the cage 
to get his picks. On returning he made a mistake and crossed under the cage 
that was coming down, and before he had time to pass the cage struck him. 
There were six men on the cage at the time, but the engineer felt that there 
was something in the way of the descending cage and stopped it before its 
weight had rested on Mr. Clough, thereby saving his life. 

February 12, 1896, Morris Wilson, a miner, had his wrist dislocated while 
mining coal in George Essex mine, situated at Soperville, Knox county. At 
the time he received his injuries he was mining a standing shot, a portion of 
which gave way; he threw up his hand to stop it falling on him, and in the 
act had his hand dislocated at the wrist joint. He was unable to work for 
two months. 

March 11, 1896, Thomas Cogswell, aged 24 years, miner, had his leg bruised 
by falling coal in Hamilton Taylor's mine, 1^ miles east of Wataga. At the 
time he received his injuries he was engaged in mining coal in the above mine, 
when a portion gave way, falling on his leg. He was unable to work for two 
weeks. 

April 21, 1896, Henry FuUerton, aged 52 years, miner, had his ankle bruised 
by falling clay in the opening of a new drift for Thos. Caldwell, at Avon. 
Here the coal crops to the surface, and Mr. Fullerton was engaged helping 
Mr. Caldwell make a new drift, when a portion of the surf ace clay rolled down 
on Mr. Fullerton's ankle, bruising it so as to disable him for twenty-four 
days. 

May 4, 1896. C. R. Monday, a miner, employed in the Farmington Coal 
Company's mine at Farmington, had his leg bruised by falling coal and slate. 
He was mining a standing shot, when a portion of it gave way and tell on his 
leg, injuring him. He was unable to work for fifteen days. 

December 8, 1895, Edward Owens, aged 26 years, a driver employed in the 
White breast Fuel Company \s mine at Dunfermline, had his breast hurt. He 
was hauling a car loaded with mine timbers to the face, and was riding on the 
car, when he came to a low portion of the entry and was caught between the 
roof and the props on the car. He was unable to work for eight days. 

June 1, 1896, Dyer Stofflebaum, a miner, employed in the Whitebreast Fuel 
Company's mine at Dunfermline, had his arm bruised by flying coal from a 
shot in his room. He was placing three shots at once, but after lighting the 
squibs of two of them and attempting the third, he began to think that he had 
better retreat to a place of safety, as there was danger in waiting too long to 
light the third shot; he retreated, not thinking that he had left any fire on the 
third shot, and after hearing two go off in his room, returned to light the 
third, but it went off before he reached the face, and some of the coal flying 
from it caught him, disabling one of his arms so that he was unable to work 
for eight days. 
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«liine 16, 1896, Wm. Biee, driver, aged 32 years, had his leg broken while 
driYing^ a mnle in the Maplewood Coal Company's mine at Farmington. He 
was hauling coal from the first parting to the bottom of the shaft, a distance 
of 700 feet. A double track is laid in the entry to within a short distance of 
the parting; two mules are required to haul the product of the mine over this 
road; one hauls two and the other three cars a trip. There is a slight grade 
against the loads, about 2 ft. in 100 ft. The mules follow one. another with 
their- trips; Rice was driving the two-car trip mule and was on the load this 
time; he had made a quick trip, returning to the inside parting, hitching to 
another trip and starting out again, when the rear car of the other mule's trip 
became uncoupled and ran back, meeting Rice ; his mule got out of the way, 
but Rice was caught by the legs between the cars before he could escape. He 
was disabled for three months. 

The following casualties, with appended schedules giving detailed informa- 
tion concerning the individual mines in each county comprised within this dis- 
trict, completes my report for the year ending July 1, 189C.

This mine is fitted up in first 
eJass shape and is intended for one of the largest in the State. It will be a 
f xuaehhie miim a,ndxi\ii by electricity. 
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Catlin Coal Company has opened a new mine near Catlin, Vermilion 
county. The shaft is 168 feet deep and on tlie (rrape Creek vein; the machin- 
ery and buildings are of a substantial character, but the seam of coal has not 
come up to expectations. 

Harvey and Blake have opened a new mine at Kast Peoria, Tazewell county- 
It is a well fitted up mine of its class, it being intended for the local trade.. 

Evans and Rigle have oi>ened a new shaft three miles west of Danville.. 
Vennilion county, on the Big Fo\ir railroad; the ma(?hinery tuid buildings at 
this shaft are light and not intended for a large output.

Fatal Accidmtx, — July I'l, 1805, Isaac Weaver,. aipe bv 

(Consolidated <'oal Company, at their Number 4 D 
county, to attend the railroad coal chutes, in numi 
shaft to the ';hute, tlie car jumped the track. It fir 
ing and the tipple was wet. Tlie deceased took a i 
lever to lift tlie car on the track; it suddeidy slii 
a distance of eighte(;n feet; when he was fooa 
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WHS taken home, where he died on July 31. The ^rade rail at tlie place where 
}ie fell off hiid been broken for some time previous to the accident. He left a 
widow and six children. 

July 31, 1895, William Zarbourou<»h, af»ed 27 years, employed as a loader by 
the Pawnee (.-oal Company, Westville, Vermilion county. The deceased went 
into a room — number 24, sixth south entry — about 1 o'clock p. m., and com- 
menced h)adin^ coal, when a lar^e fall of rock fell on him, killin^i: him in- 
stantly. Tlie room was not properly timbered, the nearest prop to the face 
of the coal bein|2: eighteen feet. It was one of a number of rooms in which 
the timl)erin^ and blastin^r was d(me by conti-act. The deceased was a single 
man. 

August 23, ISOf), John Limburger, aged 50 years, miner, employed by the 
^^'hicago and Kansas City Coal (V)mpany at their mine in Petersburg. On the 
mr)rning of tiie 23d of August, while being lowered into the mine, the engi- 
neer lost control of the engine, causing the cage to strike the bottom with 
>ucli force that his knee was dislocated and the bcme of his foot broken. He 
was removed to Springfield, where he died September 30. He left a widow 
and three children. 

Octo])er 14, 1895, Anton Alberto, miner, employed by Kelly Coal Company 
at their No. 2 mine, near Westville, Vermilion county. The deceased was 22 
years of age and single. While loading coal in his room a piece of roof fell 
<>n him, knocking him backwards over loose coal, breaking his l>ack, from 
wdiich he died October 23. 

October 23, 1895, Joseph Davidson, aged 45 years, a miner, employed by I). 
1*. Wilson at Grape Creek mine No. 4. He had been at work half an liourtlie 
morning of the accident; it occurred at the face of the fourth west entry, 
where a large piece of roof fell on him, killing him instantly. He left a widow 
And three children. 

Novemljer 30, 1895, Joseph McGere, aged 24 years, employed as a loader by 
the Pawnee Coal Company, Vermilion county, at the mine near Westville. 
The deceased went into room 38 on fourth south entry at about 11 :30 a. m. to 
load coal, when a large piece of roof fell on him. He lived a])Out one hour 
and fifteen minutes after being taken out. The room was not properly tim- 
bered; the rock swung the timbers that wei'e under it and came down. 

January 24, 1896, Gustavus Berresse, aged 50 years, single, employed as u 
Tniner by the Kelly Coal Company, No. 2, near Westville, Vermilion c(ninty. 
The deceased was killed at the fa(?e of his I'cxmi, while taking down coal, a 
large piece falling on him while in a stooping position, killing him instantly. 

January 26, 1896, James Lynch, aged 1(5 years, single, committed suicide by 
jumping down Muncie coal shaft. The deceased was sometimes employed as 
fireman at the boilers of the shaft. He left a note stating his intenticms. 

January 3J, 1896, Andrew Jackson (colored^, miner, employed by the Paw- 
nee Coal Company of Westville, Vermilion county* was instantly killed by fall 
of roof in room 38, eighth north entry. He had been repeatedly warned of 
'Ire roof, but paid no attention to it. He was about 35 years of age, married, 
fnjtiily unknown. 
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February 29, 1896", John Kunrod, miner, iiged 33 years, married, no chil- 
dren. The deceased and his partner were attempting: to recharge a shot 
which had blown ont with the tirst charge, but as soon as they got the seconit 
cartridge in the hole it exploded, inflicting injuries on him from which he died 
March 5; also injured his partner so that he lost three months time. 

March 30, 1896, Clark Hesten, driver, aged 2G years, married, employed by 
the Kelly Coal ( .ompany. No. 2 mine, near Westville, Vermilion county. The 
deceased was coming down a gi*ade in the mine when the harness of the mule 
entangled the driver and dragged him under the wheels, where he was found 
fifteen or twenty minutes afterwards. He left a widow and two children. 

Ajn'il ♦>, 1S9(), Allen Gordon, (colored), miner, aged 35 years, married, em- 
ployed by Pawnee Coal Company at their mine near Westville, Vermiliou 
county. The deceased and his partner had three shots to fire in room 35, tlfth 
south entry; they put squibs in all tliree holes, two of which they lighted, and 
after the two had exploded they returned to light the third, but it exploded at 
about the time Gordon reached the place, killing him. He left a widow and 
two children. 

April 20, 18JM), Richard Sanders, miner, aged 38 years, single, employed by 
Delaware Coal Company as a miner at their mine near Grape ('reek, Vermil- 
ion county. The deceased was at work on a bench of coal in the third south 
entry when a fall of roof came on him, knocking him backwards breaking his 
back and othei'wise injuring him. He lived four days after the accident. 

May 27, 189(5, John Girgirski, miner, aged 28 years, single. Deceased wa» 
employed by the Kelly ('oal (.'ompany at their No. 3 mine, near Westville, 
Vermilion county, and at the time of the acci<lent was working at the face of 
the second north entry, west side, wh(m a fall of roof came on him, breaking 
his neck and killing him instantly.

Neiv Mines. — The Montgomery County Coal Company has recently sunk a 
shaft on the Cleveland, Cincinnati and St. Louis Railway, at DeWitt. At the 
depth of 534 feet a seam of coal eight feet thick was reached, which is proba- 
bly No. 5 of the Illinois Geological Survey. 

At the depth of 324 feet, a seam of coal seven feet six inches in thickness, 
probably No. 5 of the Illinois Geological Survey, was found in a shaft sunk 
by D. J. Lloyd, on the line of the Pawnee railroad, at Pawnee, Sangamon 
county. 

Developments. — Work in two small seams found at 900 feet deep in the shaft 
of the Moweaqua Coal Mining and Manufacturing Company, at Moweaqna, 
lias been abandoned y as the thickness of the seams and the price obtained for 
tJie coal did not justify further development. T\ie ^otVlvw^ ol '^o. ^ ^^^txiS& 
continued, paxt of the coal bein^ mined by maehineTy. 
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The Litchfield Mining and Power Company drilled a hole with a diamond 
"drill from the bottom of the shaft, which was 535 feet deep, to a seam six feet 
4 inches thick, which was found at the depth of 08 feet. The shaft has been 
sunk to the lower seam; the upper seam has been abandoned and the lower 
seam is now being developed. 

The Chicago-Virden Coal Company' has purchased the mine formerly 
owned by the Sugar Creek Coal Company at Auburn, Sangamon county. 

Ventilation — A fan twenty feet in diameter has been erected at the mine of 
the Girard Coal Company, (rirard, Macoupin county. 

Fires — The entire top works and the timbering of the hoisting shaft at the 
mine of the Coffeen Coal and Copper Company, Coffeen, Montgomery county, 
were destroyed by tire during the night of November 5, 1895. One of the 
smokestacks set tire to the roof of the boiler house. When the tire started, 
the engineer had the pump installed for tire purposes apart, packing the water 
end, so the water service could not be used to extinguish the fire. The mine 
was idle until April 22, 1896. 

The engine house and hoisting-department boiler house were destroyed 
and the hoisting engine damaged by a fire that started about 5 a. m. on 
March C, 1896, at No. 6 mine of the Consolidated Coal Company of St. Louis, 
at StaUnton, Macoupin county. 

June 12, 1896, at about 8 o'clock, a fire started in the oilhouse, near the 
bottom of the hoisting shaft, of the Taylorville Coal Company, Taylorvdlle, 
Christian county. The bottom timbers became ignited, then the fire was 
conveyed up the shaft to the top works, which were quickly destroyed. The 
damage consisted in the burning of the bottom timbers, which let down large 
masses of unbroken rock for 'some distance along both sides of the main 
roadwav from the bottom of the shaft; the partial burning of the lining of 
the shaft, so that it had to be renewed throughout; the entire destruction of 
the mine buildings and coal-cleaning plant, and damage to the hoisting 
engine, air compressor and boilers. The rapidity with which the fire was 
communicated from the bottom to the top was somewhat surprising, as it is 
leported that there was very little inflammable oil in the oilhouse. •'as 

no more timbering about the bottom than the ordinary unlic 
placed where the roof and sides are fairly good; the shaf 
is a lodgement below the surface drainage that Occasic 
the shaft was being used as the down cast at the time. ' 
left by way of the escapement shaft. 

Fatal Accidents— ,loh.ii L. Dixon, aged 53 years, manii 
manager, was killed at 9:10 a. m., July 9, 1895, at tib« 
Coal Mining Company, Pana, Christian county. He ' 
elevator boot, removing an obstruction on the ali* 
partly filled with nut coal crushed him against a pof 
<*ausing instant death. There was a clearance of si 
and the posts of the elevator. The car was being I 
man was talking to Mr. Dixon, and the slidmK 
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l^eing obstructed, his mind was probably occupied so that be did not notice 
the slowly moving car. He left a widow and five children. 

Allison Westbrook, aged 33 years, single, occupation eager, was killed at- 
4:20 p. m., July 19, 1805, at the mine of the Taylorville C*oal Company, Tay- 
lorville, Christian county. The eager on the opposite side of the shaft was 
pushing a loaded car to the cage, when the corner of the car struck the up- 
right corner rod of the cage. Westbrook immediately stepped on the cage 
and was pushing the car back, when, without any signal from the bottom, the 
cage started up, taking Mr. Westbrook with it, crushing him against the 
crown timber, causing instant death. 

Fred Stonebuerner, aged 28 years, married, left a widow and three children , 
occupation laborer, was asphyxiated by black damp on August 27, 1895, at 
the local mine of S. L. Flanders, Shelby ville, Shelby county. The mine is 
located near a brickyard operated by Flanders. The mine had not been 
operated for several months. Once a week the water was hoisted with a bar- 
rel. At the time of the accident, Stonebuerner and Flanders were at the top 
of the shaft. Stonebuerner was attending the gin and dumping the banreL 
The barrel stuck in the sump. Stonebuerner slid down the rope, kicked the 
ban*el to loosen it, and shouted to hoist up quickly, that the air w^as bad. 
When the barrel was hoisted a few feet, he fell back from it into the shaft 
and was suffocated. The shaft w^as sunk during the previous summer. It ^ras 
thirty feet deep, and had no separate partitions for intake and return air. 
On inspection, a light was extinguished fifteen feet from the surface. 

David Evans, aged 22 years, single, occupation miner, was killed at 4 p.m., 
September 11, 1895, at Mine No. 1 of the Chicago- Virden Coal Company, Vh-- 
den, Macoupin county. The shaft is 322 feet deep, and is equipped with self - 
dumping cages. He was being hoisted, with several others, when, at about 
sixty-five feet from the surface, he fell from the cage to the bottom of the 
shaft. At the surface, Ihi inches of vertical play was observ-ed at the end of 
the platform of the cage from which he fell. 

Nicholas Lofy, aged 56 years, widower, left five children, one dependent,, 
occupation miner, was killed at 5:05 p. m., September 24, 1895, at the mine of 
the Black Diamond Coal Company, lies Junction, Sangamon county. He had 
fired two shots and was firing the third when an explosion occurred, killings 
him instantly. A miner who worked in the next room was showing him ii 
light from behind a loaded car; he stated that when Mr. Lofy put his lamp to 
the squib that he did not leave it as soon as it ignited and that he apparently 
lighted the squib near the powder and not at the extreme end of the match. 

Walter Leyford, aged 19 years, single, occupation gripper, was injured at 
10 a. m., September 28, 1895, at the mine of the Springside Coal Mining Com- 
pany, Pana, Christian county, so that he died at 3 p. m. of the same day. He 
had taken off the grip and was letting the cars run by force of gravity down 
a light grade when he fell from the seat and the first car ran on him. On in- 
spection a trip of cars was brought down the same grade; 32 feet before reach- 
Jii£- the place where Leyford was picked up the gripper was severely shaken ; 
1^ llie ball of bath rails was broken in several places. It '\s ^V\viL<&wt \\^V\^fe^^QT^ 
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was shaken off the seat and pushed by the cars to the place where he was 
found. 

Walter Bussell, aged 18 years, single, occupation greaser, was suffocated 
by black damp at 7:15 a. m., at the mine of the Sangamon Coal Company, 
Springfield, Sangamon county. He left his work at the bottom of the shaft 
and went to the mouth of an old entry on the north side of the mine. As he 
did not return, one of the bottom men went after him and found him about 
eight feet in the entry. On inspection a light went out near the roof at about 
twelve feet and near the bottom at about eight feet in the entry. 

Fritz Immeroth, aged 55 years, left a widow and four children dependents, 
occupation loader, was kiUed at 4 p. m., December 7, 1895, by a fall of roof in 
mine No. 6 of the Consolidated Coal Company of St. Louis, at Staunton, Ma- 
coupin county. He was loading a car in the entry near a room that was being 
turned when a piece of slate fell, crushing him on the top of the car and caus- 
ing instant death. 

Alfred Harvey, aged 53 years, occupation miner, left a widow. He was 
struck by a prop that was knocked out by falling coal at 12:30 p. m., Decem- 
ber 19, 1895, in a room at the mine of the Penwell Coal Mining Company, 
Pana, Christian county, and died on December 21, 1895. 

Joseph Wallner, aged 23 years, single, occupation miner, was killed at 3 
p. m., December 12, 1895, in mine No. 1 of the Pana Coal Company, Pana, 
Christian county.. He was mining, when a piece of coal weighing about 1,500 
pounds fell, crushing him so that he died instantly. 

James O'Neil, aged 51 years, widower, left five children, three of whom are 
dependent, occupation miner, was killed at 5:20 p. m., January 8, 1896, at the 
mine of the Green Ridge Coal Company, Girard, Macoupin county. O'Neil 
and his partner were about to light two shots in the room at the same time ; 
O'Neil put his lamp to the squib and remarked that it would not light; he 
again put his lamp to the squib, when the shot immediately exploded. 

Wm. Dobbins, aged 25 years, married, occupation carpenter, was killed at 
5 p. m., January 21, 1896, at the mine of D. J. Lloyd, Pawnee, Sangamon 
county. The top works were in course of construction; Dobbins was walking 
backwards on the upper landing carrying one end of a heavy plank; he 
went one step too far and fell to the ground, a distance of twenty-one feet. 
When picked up he was unconscious and remained so until he died, several 
hours later. He left a widow and one child. 

James Vancil, aged 47 years, married, miner, was killed at 1:10 p. m., '. 
ruary 26, 1896, in a room at the mine of the Sugar Creek Coal Company, 
burn, Sangamon county. At the time of the accident he was loading a pi 
when a piece of top coal weighing about 1,000 pounds fell on him, kiUiiii 
instantly. He left a widow and eight children, six of whom are depei 

John Stevens, aged 60 years, married, miner, was injured at f 
March 6, 1896, in a room at the mine of the Cantrall Cooperative Cc 
pany, Cantrall, Sangamon county. Stevens was working in a rooi 
four feet in, that was being turned from another room, at about tw 

—9 
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back from the face. At the time of the accident the person working* in the 
straight room and himself were each firing a shot. Stevens gave the word to 
fire and ignited the squib of his shot, which immediately exploded, causing^ 
injuries from which he died two days later. He left a widow and two chil- 
dren not dependents. 

Nicholas Young, aged 51 years, married, was killed at 9:10 a. m. May 10, 
1896, by falling down the air compartment of the hoisting shaft at the mine 
of the Stame's Coal Mining Company, Springfield, Sangamon county. A 
few days previous the escapement shaft had caved in near the bottom ; the 
fan had been removed from the escapement shaft to a place near the hoisting 
shaft; a division of the hoisting shaft had been partitioned off for a tempo- 
rary upcast and a boxing constructed for about thirty-five feet from the top of 
the partition to the fan. The escapement shaft had been repaired and the 
fan was being replaced near it. While an assistant was going for an ax 
Young walked through the boxing to the top of the hoisting shaft, where 
several men were suspending a cage. Their attention was attracted by a 
noise made by something falling down the compartment. On inspection it 
was found that the boxing was well lighted throughout, the fan having been 
removed from one end and a board from the other. It is supposed that being 
temporarily disengaged and taking an interest in all of the work then going 
on, he went through the boxing towards where the other men were work- 
ing and in a moment of abstraction walked into the shaft. He left a widow 
and eight children. 

James Boyden, aged 43 years, single, occupation topman, was killed about 
2 p. m. Sunday, May 17, 1896, by falling down the shaft at the local mine of 
T. W. Griffiths, near Boodhouse, Greene county. He was engaged hoisting 
water; it was his duty to attend the gin horse and dump the barrel. At the 
time of the accident there was no one present at the mine. He was found 
dead at the bottom of the shaft. 

The following tables gives the details of the fatal and non-fatal accidents 
and information in detail of the mines in coal-producing counties in this dis- 
trict.

New Mines, — In Madison comity, John James has opened a local mine at 
Bethalto; Sam McDonald, one about two miles from Moro, and Kanter Bros,, 
one about one and one-half miles east of Wan; all are gin pits. 

In St. Clair county, Conrad Reeb has opened a mine about one and one- 
half miles south of Belleville; it is also a gin pit for local trade; the shaft is 
100 feet deep and the thickness of the vein is six feet. 

At Smithboro, Bond county, the shaft there was sunk to the lower vein, but 
it was found too thin to be profitable, so the working of it was abandoned, 
and work in the upper vein was resumed, which had been abandoned some 
time previous. 

Abandoned Mines. — In Madison county, the mines of J. J. Maloy and W. 
H. Schaefer have been abandoned. 

In St. Clair county, the Reiuecke mine of the Consolidated Coal Company 
2s ahandoneA, at least for the present; it has only been operated a few days 
luring' the year. Dutch Hollow mine belonging to V\\ci ^^t£i^ q,ot£i^^tc^ %jjA 
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caugfht from the furnace at the bottom of the shaft used for ventilating the 
mine ; it was subdued by covering the shaft over with plank and then with 
dirt to exclude the air; when opened a day or two after, the fire was found 
to be extinguished and the damage not very great. 

Improvements - The Gartside or Branch mine has been partly retimbered, 
also the Kuecht, Brookside and Troy mines, all belonging to the Consolidated 
Coal Company. While retimbering the latter mine, quite an accident hap- 
pened. It was left over night temporarily supported and during the night 
there was an exceedingly heavy rainstorm, which washed the drift from be- 
hind the timbers, where there was an opening left below; as a result the tim- 
bering gave way and allowed the shaft to cave in, making a hole 36x42 around 
the top, taking in pithead frame and shaker engine house, which all went 
down the shaft. This happened the 18tli of May, and the bottom was not 
reached again until 1st of July. The damage has been repaired; it probably 
amounted to five thousand dollars. 

The Enterprise mine at Rentchler has been retimbered. 

Revolving screens, bins and elevators have been erected at Walnut Valley 
mine, Belleville, and at the Kolb mine, Mascoutah; at the former mine the* 
pithead frame has been repaired. 

Fans eight feet in diameter have been erected at the following mines^in St. 
Clair county: Massie Coal Company Number I, Belleville; Summit Coal 
Company, Birkner, and at the Dietrich mine, near Freeburg. 

At the Marissa mine, belonging to the Consolidated Coal Company, a new 
boiler has been put in in place of the old one, which, being tested, was fbund 
unsafe. 

Blown Out Shots — On December 18, 1895, a serious explosion occurred at 
Odin mine, the result of a blown out shot; six men were more or less seriously 
burned and one was overcome by the smoke. 

About noon, Joshua Dallas, an old and experienced miner, fired two shots 

in number 8 room, in second south entry; the-room was only partially widened 

out and only a few yards from the entry. The blasting from this mine is all done 

from the solid, and this is rather poor coal for blasting, there being no parting 

from the roof and a poor one from the bottom; heavy charges of powder are 

necessary under the circumstances, and all the way from two to five quarts 

are used at a charge. The first of the two shots mentioned was a gripping 

shot on the left side of the room and had but a poor opportunity to do its 

work as it was gripping too much; it blew a little off the front of the shot 

and pounded that to slack and part of the hole was left standing. The second 

shot was on the right side of the room and pointing backward towards the 

first shot; it was bored only about 3^2 feet and had pracfically no chance at 

all to do any work; it seems to have been heavily charged, leaving little room 

for the tamping. When this shot was fired, it simply blew the tamping and 

the force of explosion followed out both entries of Numbers 1 and 2 and 

burned men on both entries, some of them 500 feet from where the shot was

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rock. He had only been working in the mine five days, being employed as a> 
loader; was a cooper by trade and had never worked in amine before. There 
wire two other men in the room at the time of the accident and they narrowly 
escaped the same fate. One of the two had been loading in the room with the 
deceased that morning, and his experience in the mine,, as stated at the ini- 
quest, was only about two months Mr.. Conrad, the mine boss, visited the 
place at 8 o'clock in the morning and observed a loose piece of clod overhead^ 
where the men were loading, not sounding it, however; he supposed it to be 
only a small piece, and told Mr. Cantar (the older man) to take it down,, 
which he claimed he did; he did not sound the rock either, hence did not know 
its magnitude or how dangerous it was. At the inquest it developed that the 
mine was not examined that morning before the men went to work, as required 
by law, and the jury found a verdict blaming the mine manager for not hav- 
ing such examination made. The deceased was the main support of his father 
and mother and their five children. 

May 19, 1896, at the Madison Coal Company mine No. 4, located at Glen Car- 
bon, John Govinott, machine runner,, aged 30, single, a Russian by birthi, hadi 
his back broken by a fall of rock about 5 a., m. He was working on the night 
shift and had completed his day's work, and waited to help the shooter fire- 
the holes; he had fired two near the center of the room that did excellent work,, 
bringing down nearly all the mined coal in the room^ but seeing a pot-hole 
near the left-hand rib that was not observed before the shooting^ he was in 
the act of lighting the left-hand rib shot, when the rock fell and struck him 
in such a way that it knocked him against the rib with such force that it dis- 
located his back. He died June 5, 1896.

Improvements. — The B., M., C. & I. Co., Murphysboro, Jackson county, 
have put in an endless rope haulage plant in their No. 5 mine, to haul the 
coal from main entries of shaft No. 4 to shaft No. 5, where it will be hoisted, 
shaft No. 4 having been bandoned as a hoisting shaft. They have also estab- 
lished a pumping plant at old No. 1 shaft, to pump out the water, and use 
this shaft as an air shaft for their new No. 6 shaft, which will be opened up 
soon. 

The Willis Coal and Mining Co., Willisville, Perry county, have put in a 
new Ingersoll- Sargent Compressor and four mining machines, at their Willis- 
ville mine. 

The Coulterville Mining Co., Coulterville, Randolph county, have retimbered 
their hoisting and escapement shaft, and are making all necessary improve- 
ments in compliance with the law. 

The Mt. Vernon Coal Co., Mt. Vernon, Jefferson county, have completed a 
new hoisting plant and put in a new 12 ft. fan, and now have one of the best 
equipped plants in the district. 

The I., C, C. & S. Co., St. Johns, Perry county, have built a Campbell coal 
washer and are now washing and marketing all the slack and fine coal which 
formerly went to the dump pile. 

Cunninghame & Co., of Chicago, have erected a large washer plant at the 
mine of B., M., C. & C. Co., DeSoto, Jackson county, and are now marketing 
all coal produced by this mine under 2^ in. They use the Luhrig system and 
market all coal above ^s in. 

Ventilation. — A new 12 foot fan has displaced the furnace at Randolph No. 
2, Rosboro, Randolph county. 

The Marion Coal Co., Marion Williamson Co., and Brown & Barwell, of 
Cutler Perry Co., have also put in new 12 foot fans, and are making an ef- 
fort to improve the ventilation of their mines. 

Escapement Shafts. — A number of escapement shafts have been sunk dur- 
ing the year, and others are now being sunk which will be completed before 
spring. 

Prospective Mines. — The B. M. C. & I. Co., Murphysboro, Jackson County, 
are now sinking a shaft at Herrins Prairie, Williamson county, on the C. & T. 
R. R., 9^2x20 in clear to the No. 7 seam, which is 140 feet below the snrttoe 
and 9 feet thick. The indications are this will be one of the kuyraB^ «1< 
this district, with a capacity of 1,500 or 1,700 tons per d»v 

The Harrisburg Mining and Coal Co. are sinking a sb 
in the clear at Harrisburg to the No. 5 and 7 seam.

Fatal Accidents — September 6, 1895, Williaon 
age, married, wife and two children, employed 
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,Co's. mine at DeSoto, Jackson county, was killed by falling top coal. The de- 
ceased in attempting take down topcut, down prop with an axe, thereby letting 
the coal down upon him with resuit as above. 

September 16, 1895, Robert Leighton, a eager, employed at Gartside mine 
No. 4, Murpysboro, Jackson county, was found crushed lifeless in the cage 
seat at bottom of shaft. The coroner returned a verdict of accidental death. 
The deceased was 40 year of age; left widow and three children. 

November 2, 1895, Frank Bowman, miner, age 40 years, single, employed 
by the Mt. Vernon Coal Co., Jefferson county, was undermining for a shot 
when a piece of draw slate 3 ft. by 4^^ ft. long and about 6 in. thick fell upon 
him, from a height of about 4^ ft., cnishing him so badly he died in five 
hours after the accident. 

December 10, 1895, Joseph Bartelero, miner, age 23, unmarried, employed 
in Browning mine, DuQuoin, Peny county, while scraping out a hole he had 
just finished drilling, a large piece of soap stone fell upon him, from the effects 
of which he died the next day. 

He told the workmen who took the stone off him: **For all I have had to 
do to-day I might have taken it down and had it cleared away." But he neg- 
lected to do so and met with the consequences as above stated. 

January 27, 1806, James Lafferty, a single man, aged 36 years, was instantly 
killed, and Sherman Lively, was fatally injured, ho dying February 1st, by 
the premature explosion of a shot in Eden mine, of the Valley and Gulf Coal 
Co., Sparta, Randolph county. They were tamping a shot. Lafferty was 
using an iron tamper. It is supposed the tamper struck a sulpher, thereby 
producing a spark, igniting the powder in hole. Lively said **he could not 
remember how much of the hole was tamped up." Lively was a married 
man; leaves widow and two children. 

January 29, 1896, Seth Eubanks, a miner, single man, emplo^-ed in Egyptian 
mine of the DuQuoin Union Coal Co., DuQuoiu, Perry county, was fatally in- 
jured by falling of rock and died a few hours after the accident. The 
deceased was cutting prop on roadway when his brother called him to express 
an opinion regarding the shot, he canie to face of the room, when the rock 
suddenly fell catching both men. Charles Eubanks, however, was not 
seriously injured. 

^ February 27, 1896, Alexander Hutton, a widower, 65 years of age, was found 
dead in his room at the Randolph Coal and Coke Co. shaft No. 1, located at 
Percy, Randolph county. The deceased had not been in good health for some 
time and was working against the advice of his friends. The coroner re- 
turned a verdict of deatli by heart failure. 

March 20, 1896, Robert Rice, a miner, with seven others, was badly burned 
by a blown out shot explosion in the Consolidated Coal Co.'s mine, at Coulter- 
ville, Randolph county. The accident, with an attack of pheunomia, resulted 
in his death on March 28, 1896. The shot which caused the explosion was 
fired ])y Joseph Kahle. It was a tight corner shot being bound top and bot- 
tom by projecting coal. The hole had been fired before and blown tamping, 
Jeaving the drill bole in a cracked condition. T\\e \^o\vi^^'?v.9> ^VvVV^^d^^^^r and 
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heavily charged with powder, and when again fired succeeded in blowing out 
tamping, filling and charred coal blazing into the room, and notwithstanding 
the fact that the roads had been sprinkled in the morning of same day, it is 
evident from the intensity and extent of the fire — it reaching about 600 feet 
from the hole where the shot was fired — that the fine coal dust blown up by 
said explosion became ignited, which resulted in increasing the intensity of 
the explosion. 

The deceased was standing about twenty-five feet from the entry and in an 
opposite room about 130 feet from where the explosion occurred, by way of 
an open entry cross cut. He was a married man, leaving a widow and two 
children. 

Other explosions have occurred at this mine, and in the j^ear 1883, by 
which ten men lost their lives. I recommend that hereafter all shot firing be 
done by regularly appointed and experienced firemen. All miners and other 
employes to be out of mine at time of firing. 

Elzie Russell, aged 27, married, wife and two children, was killed by falling 
slate in the Little Muddy mine, at Fercy, Randolph county. 

The deceased neglected to properly timber his room after passing through 
a clay slip in the roof of his room, consequently allowing the roof to fall on 
him, causing injuries which resulted in his death.

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DECISION OF THE SUPREME COURT IN THE MATTER OF WEIGH- 
ING COAL AT THE MINES. 



Error to Vermilion. 



William Harding and Charles Emery 

vs. 
The People of the State of Illinois. 
Cart Wright, J. : 

Plaintiffs in error were indicted and convicted for a violation of the act re- 
quiring the weighing of coal at the mines, in force July 1, 1887, as amended 
by act in force July 1, 1891. Some of the counts, upon which they were, 
found guilty, charged them with a failure to weigh all the coal delivered from 
the mine ; and others charged them with not keeping a correct record of the 
weight of each miner's car. 

The portion of the act under which the prosecution was had, material to the 
same, is as follows: 

1. That the owner, agent or operator of every coal mine in this State, at 
which miners are paid by weight, shall provide at such mines suitable and 
accurate scales of standard manufacture for the weighing of all coal which 
shall be hoisted or delivered from such mines. 

2. All coal so delivered from such mines shall be carefully weighed upon 
the scales as above provided, and a correct record shall be kept of the weight 
of each miner's car, which record shall be kept open at all reasonable hours 
for the inspection of all miners or others pecuniarily interested in the product 
of such mine. The person designated and authorized to weigh the coal and 
keep such record shall, before entering upon his duties, make and subscribe 
to an oath before some magistrate or other officer authorized to administer 
oaths, that he will accurately weigh and carefully keep a true record of all 
<ioal delivered from such mine, and such oath shall be kept conspicuously 
posted at the place of weighing. 

3. Any person, owner or agent, operating a coal mine in this State, who 
shall fail to comply with the provisions of this act, or who shall obstruct or 
hinder the carrying out of its requirements, shall be fined for the first offense 
not less than fifty dollars ($50) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200) ; for 
the second offense not less than two hundred dollars ($200) nor more than five 
hundred dollars ($500) ; and for a third offense, not less than five hundred 
dollars ($500), or be imprisoned in the county jail not less than six months 
nor more than one year: Provided, That the nrovisions of this act shall ap- 

/?Jy only to coa\ mines whose product shall be shipped by rail or water. 
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The constitutionality of this act is challenged by plaintiffs in error; and 
this is the only question that will be considered; although the application of 
the statute to this case is disputed, and questions of variance, and of error in 
the giving and refusing of instructions, are also raised. 

It is objected that the act is in violation of section 2 of article II of our con- 
stitution, which provides that no person shall be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law, because it singles out operators of one 
class of ;Coal mines and imposes restrictions upon them not required to be 
borne by operators of other mines, or by persons engaged in other business; 
and also by interfering with the right of employer and laborer to contract 
with each other. 

The Consolidated Coal Company had owned and operated the mine where 
plaintiffs in error were employed for six or seven years. The greater part of 
its product was shipped from the mine by rail, on the Wabash railroad, and 
sold in other markets. All the coal so shipped was correctlj* weighed on 
scales of standard manufacture by the company, at the mine, before being 
dumped into the railroad cars; and a correct record was made of the weight 
of each miner's car, and that record was posted and kept open at all reason- 
able hours for the inspection of the miners or any person interested. During 
this time the company had also furnished the Wabasli Railroad Company with 
coal for its locomotives, which was delivered at the mines into the tenders of 
the locomotives as they stopped there for coal. There were about 250 miners 
employed, and the average output of the mine was from 700 to 950 tons of 
screened coal per day. The miners were paid 55 cents per ton for screened 
coal. About the last 100 miners' cars that came up in the evening of each 
day would be placed on the storage tracks, for the purpose of coaling the 
locomotives during the night and the next day. This last coal was not 
weighed, but each miner was given the average weiglit of the cars sent up 
by him and weighed during the day as the weight of his last car, crediting 
him with the average weight of the cars mined by him that day that had 
been actually weighed. 

By the act under consideration its provisions are applied only to coal mines 
whose product is shipped by rail or water; and tlit^ learned Attorney Oeneral 
and counsel for the people construe the provisicm as making the law applica- 
ble to each mine where the major portion of its product is so shipped. How- 
ever that may be, it is plain that the act not only singh's out the operator of 
a mine and imposes restrictions and burdens upon him, as to the use and em- 
ployment of his property, that are not imposed upon other })ranches of busi- 
ness similarly situated and conducted, but it divides the operators of mines, 
and only applies its provisions to those whose i)r()(luct is shipped in a certain 
manner. 

In the various constitutions the phrases *'du(i process of law'' and **the 
law of the land" are used interchangeably, sometimes one being emploved 
and sometimes the other; but they are synonymous, and the meanin' 
same in every case. Cooley's Constitutional Limitations, 353. 

In Millett v. The People, 117 111., 294, it was said of this phrase, 
means general public Jaw, binding upon the metcvViViT^ ol >()cife e.wsi\K^ 
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all circumstances, aud not partial or private laws, affecting the rights of 
private individuals or classes of individuals," citing Jones v. Reynolds, D 
Texas, 251; Wyenheimer v. The People, 13 N. Y., 378; Vamzandt v. Wad- 
dell, 2 Yerger, 269. And the same declaration was made in Frorer v. The 
People, 141 111., 171, where the statute prohibiting engaging in keeping a 
truck store was held unconstitutional. And in Braceville Coal Company v. 
The People, 147 111., 66, where the same conclusion was reached as to an act 
to provide for the weekly payment of wages by a corporation. 

The right to enact such a statute does not arise out of the police power, 
where much latitude is allowed in determining what may tend to insure the 
comfort, safety or welfare of society; and it is not authorized by Section 29 
of Article IV of the Constitution, providing for laws to secure safety to coal 
miners. Millett v. The People, fiupra. 

Each person subject to the laws has a right that he shall be governed by 
general public rules. Laws and regulations entirely arbitrary in their char- 
acter, singling out particular persons not distinguished from others in the 
community by any reason applicable to such persons, are not of that class. 
Distinctions in rights and privileges must be based upon some distinction or 
reason not applicable to others. In Braceville Coal Co. v. The People, supra, 
it is said: **And it is only when such distinctions exist that differentiate in 
important particulars persons or classes of persons from the body of the peo- 
ple, that laws having operation only on such particular person or classes of 
persons have been held to be valid enactments." 

No possible reason or distinction affecting any interest, justifying the di- 
vision of mines made by the act, has been suggested except that it might be 
intended to reach mines in which the larger number of miners were employed. 
But this is not the division or distinction made; and does not in any manner 
follow from such division. It is not the language or purport of the act, and 
if such had been the intention of the legislature, it would certainly have been 
made manifest by basing the division or distinction upon the number of miners 
^ employed. The act applies equally to the owner of a small mine, where the 
product may not exceed a car load per day, and the owner of a mine such as 
that of the Consolidated Coal Company. The distinction is based solely upon 
the fact of the product being shipped by rail or water; and counsel have been 
able to suggest no reason why the legislature should require the product of 
such a mine to be weighed in the manner specified, and not that of another 
mine where the product is sold on the spot. The distinction between opera- 
tors who sell their product at the mine to some shipper, who ships it away to 
the market, and those who themselves ship their coal by rail or water, is 
purely arbitrary. Any reason that would apply to one, calling for restriction 
upon the manner of doing business would be equally applicable to the other; 
and special burdens and restrictions upon one class not imposed upon the 
other constitute an arbitrary deprivation of rights. As the act makes that an 
offense if committed by a person engaged in one branch of mining, which, 
if done by persons in another branch of the same business, is lawful, without 
any reason for distinction between the two, ^^ \ftws,\. T^^-wcdit ajs unconstitu-^ 
tionaL 
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In Millett v. The People, supra, and Ramsey v. The People, 142 111. 380, 
where provisions similar to those of the act now under consideration were 
held to be unconstitutional and void, the general right of the laborer and em- 
ployer to contract m regard to the price of labor, and the method of ascer- 
taining the price, was asserted; and the rule was laid down that any restric- 
tion upon that right is a deprivation of both liberty and property within the 
meaning of the constitutional provision. 

In view of the discussion of the principles involved in those cases, no ex- 
tended statement of them will be necessary here. This act makes it an 
offense against the law for the employer and laborer, at any coal mine at 
which the miners are paid by weight, to determine upon the weight of any 
miner's car, or any lot of coal, by any other method than that pointed out by 
the statute. A failure to weigh a car and to keep a correct record of the 
weight, renders the operator liable to the penalties prescribed by the act, 
although he and the laborer may have agreed upon the weight of the car, or 
contracted for other methods of determining the weight. This is well illus- 
trated by the facts of this case. The last cars that came up in the evening of 
each day, designed for coaling the locomotives, would not be weighed until 
the coal was dumped into the tenders, so that the miners could not obtain the 
weights until the next day, and they wanted them the same evening. For 
this reason and at the instance of the miners, it had been the custom for six 
years to give each miner the weight according to the system above stated. 
When the company attempted to change this system and weigh the coal, the 
miners objected, and insisted upon the custom of averaging the weights. No 
objection was ever made by any miner to this manner of arriving at the 
weight instead of weighing the cars on the scales. 

Here was an arrangement amounting to a contract between the parties 
with which all the contracting parties were satisfied. And the testimony 
upon which the plaintiffs in error were convicted came from miners who 
left during the miners' strike of 1894, and were not again employed by the 
company. 

It seems that a law which deprives men engaged in the business of mining 
from contracting with each other for the purpose of acertaining the weight 
of the coal mined, or the amount due them, in any manner mutually satisfac- 
tory, cannot be sustained. That such is the effect of this law is the conten- 
tion of counsel for the People; and it is only upon the assumption that the 
law does so control the power to contract, that a conviction could have been 
had in this case; for, as already seen, the parties had contracted otherwise. 
The act takes away the freedom of contracting by the parties for the ascer- 
tainment of the weight of coal, except by a certain method, and in our opin- 
ion it is unconstitutional. 

The judgment will be reversed and the cause remanded, with directions to 
the Circuit Court to discharge the defendants. 

Judgment Reversed. 
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
